A NEW RULING O a 


An Associated Press release, dated August 20 and 
issued from Philadelphia, gave an, account of a new 
Federil court ruling on the legality of the right of 
military authorities.to exclude anyone from defense 
areas on tho ground that they might be _potentially 
dangerous | to national defense. 

Stating that tho United States was not’ in’ iimodiate 
danger of, attack. or invasion by its enemics, Federal 
Judge J. Cullen Gancy ovor ruled the exclusion ordor 
issued by Lt. Gon. Hugh A. Drum, head of: tho Fastorn 
Defense Command, excluding Mrs.- Olga Schueller, a 53- 
year-old naturalized citizen of Geman birth from the 
Third Corps area. This is believed to be the first 
Federal court ruling of its kind. 

Judge Ganey‘ in a fourteen-page - decision ‘said: 
"While I am not, unhhindful that the |: .@ssuance of the 
proclamation by the commander ot the ..area.is same 
evidence of tm finding of tho. netossity for his as= 
suming control of the functions of, civil government , 
yet wher2 there is direct interference” as here with 
one's liberty and property, ‘conduct normally beyond 
the scope of governmental power, Such action could only 
be justified, a constitutional guarantes of freedtn can 
only be agridged, when the danger‘ to tho goverimont is 
real, infpending and inminent 

"Suffice it to say that the factual bases do. not 
obtain here which would warrant the abridgment of po= 
titionor's. constitutional rights." 

. Judge Ganoy's ruling sots a precodont for future 

Fodcral court docisions cn similar cases of oxclusion, 
It may affect tho future cases doaling with the Westorn 
Defenso Command's exclusion ofdors, since the prosont 
situation shows that Wost coast is not in inmodiate 
danger of attack or invasion by its enemies though at 
the time of the evacuation, the dahger may ‘have been 
impending. 
Another question that may ‘be affected would be if 
the military authorities have the right to exclude 
persons fran areas on the ground that thoy might po- 
tentially be dangerous to national’ defense when dangor 
is imminent, woul the aithoritigs also have the legal 
right to cxcludb’ thdso porsons of proven loyalty (WRA 
clearances) from defonse arcas whon danger to tho 
government is not now imminont (Pacific cohst).
